To him the 
alneerity or olherwise of the 
Soviet leaders is something 
“far removed from reality.” 
Facts modify intentiona and 
to M. Pincau the Kusalans 
are now confronted with 
facta and factors to which + 
they recognise they must 
adapt their thoughts and 
their acllons, 

One might be tempted to scoff 
awiy such n line of renson- 
ing if it did not come from’ 
a statesman who has recent- 
ly had the advantage of firat- 
hand discusssforss 
Soviet hierarchy. It is quite 
clonr that what M, Pineau 
heard and saw = during his 
visit to Russia convinced 
him that the Russian 
government really wants to 
establish new relations with 
the Western world and that 
it ls prepared to modify its 
policies for that purpose. , 

The West, and particularly 
tho United States, cannot 
shrug = away such = con- 
victlons. If co-existence 
ean be made a reality it 
muat assuredly make a con- 
tribution to the pence of the

world, But it is a form of 
international relations which 
cannot be rushed into effect. 
It must be gradual and 
trented.in tho first place na 
an exporiment. 

M. Pineau plends that the 
West should try the experi- 
ment in the full under- 
standing that if it should 
fall to.achicve ita objective, 
the whole problem would bo. 
reconsidered. Much wilt 
dopond on -American qoli- 
tical and public opinion, but 
it 1s. proposal to which the 
Ieaders.of tho, West should 
apply o thoughtful study.
